little about another band, much 
smaller, but quite as amazing

faith and courage. 


They, too, have left a 
great 


heritage, 
though much of 
the 


simplicity

soon became overcast by more 
complex organization and 
asso- 


ciations of church and state. 


I refer to the Pilgrim Fathers, 


who came to Plymouth on the 
little ship, "The Mayflower," in 
1920. Actually, 
these 
Pilgrims 


were not "fathers." 


For, like many religious
